1. Richard Gziffith, condemn'd for the Murther by him committed 
dn the Perſon of Richard Davis, his Fellow -Servant, on the iſt of Felruam 
+ Jt. He ſaid; he was 24 years of age, born at Hadley in Middleſex : That 
he was brought up to no Trade. but from his Youth a Servant - man, 
and as ſuch had liv'd with ſome Gentlemen, whom he ſerv'd very faith- 
fully-: That he had never indulg'd himſelf in any Vice, nor committed 
any Crime before this he now ſtood condemn'd for, which he ond 
| deſerv'd Death, tho he did it in a Paſſion, being (as he ſaid) highly 
provok'd by the Deceaſed. He much lamented his woful Conditiog, 
which indeed was ſo much the mere diſmal, by how muoh he was mal 
to receive good Inſtruction, and joy n with me in Prayer, as being, all 
the time he lay under this Condemnation, extreamly ill of a malignadt 
Fever, and under great Weakneſs of Body, I did what I could to ra ſe in 
kim a'Senſe of his enormous Crime, and to bring him into a State of 
Repentance, and | hope (by the Grace of God intervening) ſome Good 


was wrought upon him. 


2. Robort Evans, indicted for ſeveral Burglaries and Robberics by 
him commitied within theſe two months paſt, to all which he pleaded 
Guilty.

the Morning, and taking thence a Porridge · pot, value 30 5. and ſeveral 5 
other things. He ſaid, he was 33 years of age, born in the Parith of 


St. Giles in the Fields That his Friends bound him to, and he ſerv'd an 
Apprentiſhip of 7 Years with, a Glover in St. Giles's Cripplegate; and, 
That when his Time was out, he fer up for himſelf in the Parith laſt 
mention'd, where he hired a Houſe, and wrought for tha Shops, himſelf 
keeping none. He would not at firſt own his Guilt of the Fact he ſtood 
condemn'd for, but aiterwards did, and ſaid, He had long deſerv'd the 
Death he was now to ſuffer, for he had been a great Offender, and GOD 
was juſt, in bringing him to this ſhameful End, who had (of late eſpe- 


cially)liv'd a ſhameful Life, in abandoning himſelf to all manner of Leud- 


neſs and Vice; and, unleſs God were merciful to him, he was loſt for ever. 


F. Thomas Jackſon, alias Purchaſe, (which latter, he ſaid, Was 
his right Name) found guilty of two Indictments, viz. 1#, for 
breaking the Heuſe of Mr. Edward Barrel, and ſtealing thence à Silver- 
Watch, 4 Gold. Rings, and other things af a conſiderable value, on the 
10th of March laſt: And, 2dly, for aſſaulting upon the King's Highway 
Mr. Alexander Jefferies, and taking from him a Perriwig, on the 1 5th of 
Auguſt laſt. He ſaid, he was 25 years of age, born in London, a Carpen- 
ter by Trade, but had been of late Years in the Sea-ſervice, on board 
leveral Men of War. I found him a very ſtubborn and obſtinate Sinner, 
who pretended his Condition not to be alzogether ſo bad as theirs whom

confeſt, that about a Year ago he was burnt in the Rand for ſteahng a Boat

He did not 
appear much concern d at, nor in the leaſt aſham'd of, or ſorry for, the 
Abuſe he had made of former Mercy; neither did he ſeem to be at all 
ſenſible of his preſent Miſery, or apprehenſive of a future Judgment; he 
being ſo very ignorant, ſo fooliſn, and ſo ſtupified, as not to be affected
